Colorado's Governor Tells About It. 



The current number of the National 
Monthly ooataios an inturuting and 
instrueUva arttoia by Qovanior J<rfia F. 
Sbaffoth, of Colorado, oq iba "laiUativa 
and Referendum," which Iwill glva to 
the readen of the Climax a clear eon- 
ceptMOofttae actual wording of this 
prograwlTe daaiocralio measure that 
baa prorad UgUy aatiaCaetory ia a 
nuDbar of Iba wa aww atatca. 

The artieie of Governor Shaforth >• aa 
follows: 

The two most importail iiua&ures 
that have been d,evised by men to com- 
pel true (opraaaDtative go>enunant in 
Sutea and oitiaa, ara tha inltiatiTa 
and ratanalwB lawa. Tbaprtoeipal 
u pon wbioh thay are foundod are tboao 
which in expressions in the declara- 
tion of Independence in the stale- 
ment that the just powers of govern- 
ment are decided froai tba oaaiaat of 
the governad. 

Tbi initiative law la that which 
gives to tlie people the right by pe- 
liiiou to compel the submission of 
propusetl ordinances and laws to the 
voters of the city or aMta^ aii'l nKiktvi 
tbeoi effective by a au^ionty vote- 
The few in Oalaiade,paoividca tbat eitt- 
os to tba iraaibar of eight par caot, 
of the vote caat at the last preceding 
general election may sign and file in 
tlie ottice of the secretary of Slate 
four months before a gaaaral election, 
a patitkio for the paMaga of any few, 
sattta^ forth in fall aneb p tapaaed few. 
Thereupon the Secretary of Stata atiall 
publish the proposed law, with notice 
that question of its adoption will be sub- 
mitted at the next general election to 
the voters, who shall by a abort designa- 
tion priaud a» tka haUot, veto tor or 
againalthaaMHi 

If the few ia fgravad by a majority 
of the votaa aaat, Iba aiaasure becomes 
a few of the state. ' As it is laborious 
and expoBsive to pnoure the siguatura 
of tba reqoiaito Miibar of voton to tba 
petitioB, tba kgMatora te alwajfj ap- 
pealed to Iftst to enaet tba raaaasre. 

fader our own form oIGovernment 
all laws are supposed to ntpreseiit the 
will of the majority. Then by what 
line of raaanning ovi people object to 
the win oC (bat BMjority: being aqtreaa- 
ed diraeUy by the paa ph wba oaaatltoto 
tbat aa jority* 

True representative government does 
not exist al the present time. 

Tba «ORaotivo of lattdag lagialatora 
from oiBea at tba aast gaaonl eleetioo 
is too remote to be effectivo. The few 
of the initiative removes the temptation 
of the legisfetor to vote against the will 
of the people, baoauaa it removes the 
interest of those seeking ipecial privi- 



leges, or the defeat of popular measures 
in his vote. The great corporate irter- 
eats will not apend money in endeavor- 
ing to fat tagiafetors, or mambara of 
eonnelfe to votaagalnat maasures de- 
sired by the people, wben they l.iiuw 
thai the ptKiple can, al their own initia- 
tive, present for passage before the 
Totoraof tba city or Stato the lama 
■laaanrea. Tba only effort of snob Uitor- 
aata than will be in tba attempt to bribe 
the people and it will be found that it 
is impossible to corrupt the majority of 
an entire city or Slate. Even if this 
oould t>e done they would find that it 
would be too expaaaiv% and oonaequent- 
ly, wouM not be oodartakao. 

Under the. initfetive the appeal in 
belisilf of measures must be to the 
reason and not to seltisii motives, and 
hence is a great educator of the people. 
Kxperieooe demonatrates tbat tba 
electors do voto oo Boaauraa aabmtitod, 
and tbat tbay voto intelligently npoa 
the same. For insUnce, in the State 
of Oregon ilie vo'e I'.Wl upon the 
direct primary law. with direct sei^liou 
ijf l uiitMl States Senators received 3fi,- 
it05 voles in its favor to 10,361 votea in 
the oppoaitioo: upon tba loaal few in 
•Jiat Bute, 43,316 votes against tba 
measure. In 1008, in the same state, 
the recall power on public officials was 
adopted by a vote of M,381 to .11,002, 
and the corrupt practices act, governing 
aleetkws at the aame tnaa waa adopted 
byavotoofHOtt to 31,801. Wben it 
was oonaidarfd that the total vote in 
the SUto of Oregon in 19(M was 85,50o 
and in 1008, 110,3!X) it can be readily 
seen that great interest is takaa liy the 
people ill tbe meaaurea aabaaittod by 
the initfetive few. 

The submission of me:i^i,.->% :.it.' 
initiative law is simply ttic exercise of 
a well recognized principal of parUa 
mentary law. Any aiaaibat of a d» 
liberatire body haa tbe rtgbt to riae 
and make a motion, tbe chairman will 
recognize the muiioa if a second or 
such numbers of seconds as may be 
required by the by-laws, can be obtain 
ed. Then the motion ia aubmitted to 
voto af tba mambafi. Tba mottoaa and 
iuaaeoada, are-to laaUy tbt. patiltoa, 
witb tba raqafeite number of supporteAi 
under the initiative law. .-mU under 
tbe same parliamentary principles the 
petition, or motion is then submitted to 
the votora. There can be notbii^ 
radical tai bmUng in babalf of tba 
paopfe tbe aame priaaiplaa of pacUmaa- 
tary few tbat bas govaraed all delibera- 
tive bodies for centuries.

The 
chief iitieti iMilisa to the eeaiti uciioo of 
ao intanubaa cyatam to RiehauMad, as 
}-ou know, Itaa been the coat of erecting 
a bridge across the Kentucky River, 
and i think if you will look at a map of 
Kentucky you will see that the com- 
pany can save BMmey by constructing 
tbe Una to Biehmoad aad tlmnee to 
Lancaster, Danville and Harindeharg. 
For the other points mentioned the way

Moat of the Raw Material Is seught 
From the Qovtmmant. 
Jewelers darire tlxiir gold supply 
from rarloua aourcea, lucb as old jew- 
elry, banks snd reflneries, but tbe 
greater part of the raw gold used by 
the nMlnaBl^lMI^'«0•lal fh>Bi tha 
erament 

From the refiner tht gold comes to 
tha factory in the form of buitons or 
granules. The reHucries employ the 
waste of the Jewelrj shops and by 
karalng off the material portions and 
aabjectlng the result to certain proc- 
aases recover mtKb >;old that other- 
wise would be loat to tke trade. 

For many years, tliere was a steady 
drain on the gold cola in circulation, 
caused by the use of the coin by Jew- 
elers In search of raw material. The 
fact that our government turned out a 
coin that after iMsslug through tbe 
assay aOce was of twenty-two carat 
fiaaaaa^ only two gmtii« hetow the 
pure gold atandard, and kad alao been 
worked over, tbe allrcr and copper 
forming the alloy having been mixed 
thoroughly In tka gold before the coin 
was minted, made the gold coin par- 
ticularly attractiva ta the Jeweler. 
Tbe maaafictaier exi>erlenced ao trou- 
bto wkaa tta gold coin waa used, la- 
aAaiaA aa the alloy always bad. been 
eomUoad with tbe metal, and all that 
waa nacaaaary for the commardai 
ntUlsatkm of the coin was to alloy .lt 
sufficiently to bilng the gold down to 
th'^ Ii.'int required; also, from the Jew- 
elers vlewpoint,-a lot of time and diffi- 
culty was saved. Umsmuch as this 
scheme did away with much bookkeep- 
ing and rendered unnecessary the ty- 
ing up of considerable amounts of 
money in the purchase of raw mate- 
rial to be held as sto<;k. I.aier, bow- 
ever, the government made up tbe 
pure gold in brick or bar form, and it 
is in that shape tbe greatdt bidk «f 
the supply is now derived. 

Thousands of dollars pass between 
the banks and the manufacturing jew 
elers every year In tbe forms of bars 
of gold, tbe banks handling these for 
the benefit of their clie nts. The bricks 
vary in value according to weipht from 
JJOJ to $j(>J aijd coiue with the gov- 
ernment assay office stamp as a guar- 
antee of purity and dnawaasr-Mew 
York Preaa.

WOMEN ALWAYS THE VICTIMS. 



In Celeaial Days Dueking Steels Were 
Common In Maryland, In Virginia 
the Penalty Was Often Inllieted, and 
Ooergia Sliihed ae Late aa lilt. 



Nowadays If a womaa' CanH the 
habits of talking too loud and too long 
or insists upon saying unpleasant 
things in wrong places and nt wrong 
seasoD.s there are several things which 
may happen to her. If ahe to a penon 
of aoBM aocial ataadtag bar 
Btay get a divorce, or tt she 
in one of the lower strata he 
leave her without that little formality. 
If «he makes life too unbearable for 
the neighbors she msy [/uesibly be ar- 
rested and fined. If ahe Uvea In Eng- 
land and Intermpto tiia proceedings ot 
parliiiannt. edlto Baaci^ ekaaea dlgal- 
tftdee to cover wbaaever thay ehow 
t^maelvea in pubOe aad kaoeka off 
policemen'a faatoMts ahe to called a aaf- 
fragetta and iiiaimtiini 
But even the moat *^>bettBately 
brloue and virulent woman," to quote 
the atately Addison, may be eoalldeat 
that aha will aaeape the pnntohmwit 
meted out to her atotar of old. What- 
ever happens, ahe won't be sentenced 
to the ducking stool. In many ways 
modem life is tame and lacking in 
dramatic incident for a self assertive 
Indy, and even tbe English sufCragettea 
complain that they are not taken se- 
riously enough. 

No such claim could have been made 
in tbe past, say between the fifteenth 
and eighteenth centuries, when far 
more rigid Ttows prevailed on the sub- 
ject of feminine self repression. In 
those days magistrates were ananl- 
mous In tbe couvictiou that "meekness 
Is ye chojsest ornlment for a woman," 
and it was held a crime to speak "dis- 
cornfully" of those in authority, civil 
or ecclesiastical. A woman must not 
even Indulge in too great freedom of 
speech in the privacy of her own home 
and neighborhood- Sometimes she did, 
and then she was attended to In n sim- 
ple yet spectacular manner. 

She was bound securely to a stout 
chair firmly dxed to the end of a long 
beam, arranged to work up and down 
on the principle of the seesaw, on 
the edge of a river or pond. On the 
bask at tlw other end a man worked 
the contrivance by means of a strong 
chain, and she was given a ducking, 
which lasted until Justice was satis- 
Qed or reform was promised, the popu- 
lace of course gathering in torga num- 
bers to assist at the functlOB. 

In England the practice waa ao gen- 
eral that each town bad Its ducking 
pond convenienUy located where petty 
offenders of vairloaa Unda were diaci- 
pUned. The pond for the weeticn part 
of Landon waa what to bow a portiee 
of Itafalgar aqaai% Charing Cruaa. 
Many of tke old ducking atoeto are 
stni In existence aa corioaltlea. In the 
daya of their activity they were kept 
la tke ehurck powka^ wkara llNgr 
doabttoaa polated a aioral aa to tke 
hanskty eptait whlcb goeth hidMa • 
talL 

The Ont cekmiata brought tke laatl> 
tutioB totiito conatry, althoagh it Bar- 
er fldartobed iu New Bogisad. Ia f^ 
there are no autlieatto tecordi of tke 
actual oae of tbe OncftlaB atoel to 
theae cokmiea, altlioagh a number of 
woaien were sentenced to be ao pno- 
tohed. Tbey hod. however, other meth- 
ods of treatment for ladies of a ahrew- 
tsh disposition, one ot these being 
tbe wearing of a cleft stkfc apaa the 
tongue. 

In tbe central and southern colonies 
tbe ctistom waa quite popular. In the 
seventeenth century ducking stooto 
were in every county In Maryland, and 
in 1775 one was placed at the conflu- 
ence of the Ohio and Monongahela riv- 
ers, in Vlrfiinia tbe penalty wTis often 
employed, and in lCa4 a Thomas Hart- 
ly of that colony wrote, it Is said, to 
Governor Endlcott of Massachusetts, 
giving a detailed account of a ducking 
administered to "one Bet.sey. wife of 
John Tucker, who by violence of her 
tonj;ue bad made bis home and ye 
nei^'hborhood uncomfortable." After 
des.-ribing the machine be adds: "Ye 
iDiie was slackened by ye officer, and 
ye woman was allowed to go down 
under ye water for ye space of half a 
minute. Betsey bad a stout stomach 
and would not yield until she had al- 
lowed herself to be ducked five several! 
times." After she promised to "sin no 
more" Betsey was untied and allowed 
to "walk houie in her wetted daOMit 
a hopefully penitent woman." 

The ducking stool prevailed longer 
In America than in England. In the 
old country it doea not aeem to have 
been used later than 1800. but In Geoi^ 
gia women were ducked for ecoldlng 
as tote as 1819. It to Interesting to 
note that In 1824 a woman In PhUa- 
delphia was senteiiced to be ducked, 
but the decree was not carried out, aa 
It was "deemed obsolete and contrary 
to the spirit of the timea." A writer 
on colonial customs states that one of 
the last Indictments for ducking In 
this country was that of Mra. Anne 
Royall to Washington, a lobbyiat, who 
"became ao abnaive to co ng reaamen 
that she was Indicted as a coaunon 
scold before Judee WOltom Otaacb 
and waa aamaacad by him to be duck- 
ed to the PotoBMC. Ska waa. kewer- 
er, Bot aakJeeted to tke dacfciag tadir 
nfty. but waa leleaaed wttk a daa."— 
Bellman.
